It has been 
affirmed, that he silenced his adversaries by 
publishing compositions wherein their own 
style was introduced, to betray its inferiority. 
In order to gratify the Prince, he composed 
music with uncommon distributions of the 
parts or the performers ; such as the Echo, 
which consists ofa double trio for two vio- 
lins and a violoncello, each set of performers 
being in a different chamber, but within their 
mutual view. Profiting by this singularity 
of taste, he composed another piece, called 
the dieu, on occasion either of a quarrel in 
the orchestra, which induced all the band to 
give in their resignation, or, what is less 
probable, because the prince treated some of 
IJaydn’s warmest exertions with marked ne- 
glect. ‘Shis was a symphony ingeniously de- 
vised, so that one instrument should regular- 
ly close after another; and as the music 
gradually terminated, each performer saw 
written before him, “ Put out your candle, 
and go about your busiacss.’” All obeyed in 
succession, and a solitary instrument finished 
the whole. . 

Haydn's time was principally occupied in 
musicel composition; he generally dwelt 
with the prince of Esterhazy, at Eisenstadt 
in Hungary, and accompanied him during 
two or three months of the year, which were 
spent at Vienna, Here he became acquaint- 
ed with the Chevalier Christopher Gluck,

cotapositions ; but the moderate finances of 
Haydn seem to have deterred him from fol- 
lowing his counsel. His fame, however, 
had extended far beyond the sphere of his 
residence: and he was employed to compose 
an instrumental oratorio on the seven last 
scntences of our Saviour, for some religious 
ceremony, ina cathedral at Cadiz, which was 
hung with black, while a single lamp glim- 
mercd over the audience. Twelve years 
later, Haydn, without altering any of the 
ins.rumental parts, had words adapted to lt. 
Many of his compositions are quite unknowh 
in Britain, particularly a multitude of pieces 
for the bariton, a kind of small violoneello, 
with five strings above the Lridge, and others 
behind the hand, to be touched by the thumb, 
plaved on by the prince of Esterhazy, aud to

By the advice of Baron Van Swicten. 
Haydn visited London; and his residens 
there may be regarded as one ef the most 
fortunate periods of his life. His mreat and 
steady patron the prince of Eisteriazy had 
died in the same year, 17903 and while he 
left him his usual salary, he also dispensed 
with his discharging the duties of the situa- 
tion.

Nay, the last struck a medal, bearing 
his portrait, and invited him to the capital, 
with an offer of a sufficient sum todefray his 
expences, But this was not all; for prince 
Kurakin, the Austrian ambassador at Vienna, 
presented him with aletter from the Phil- 
Harmonic Society of Petersburgh, full of 
gratitude and admiration of his works, and 
accompanied by alarge gold medal, weigh- 
ing above half a pound, struck in Lonour of 
him, and bearing his portrait, with the most 
flattering legend. He is also said to be the 
hero of a Spanish Poem on music. 

But Haydn was now little more than sen- 
sible of the distinctions he received. He 
bent under the weight of years, and ceased 
entirely to compose about 1803, It was not 
without regret, however, that he witnessed 
his own decay. He feelingly deplores it in 
a yuecal estartett, beginning, “My strength 
is enfeebled, death ewaits ut my gate.” In- 
decd he was so much weukened, that it be- 
came nec;ssary to construct a piano for him, 
remarkab y light and easy in the touch, 
We have «ven heard those who knew hin 
well decl: re, that he relapsed into a second 
childhoed, 

Haydi: dwelt constantly at Vienna, and 
confined himself to his house and garden af- 
ter the year 1804. The seventy-third anni- 
versary ef his birth had becn celebrated by 
a concert in one of the theatres, conducted 
by the son of Mozart ; and, in 1808, a great 
musical association of that city resulved to 
close the periormences of the season with 
the Creation. Haydn, though withdrawn 
from the world, consented to be present. 
He was received by the Princess Esterhuzy, 
and ethers of distinguished rank, in the hall 
of performance, and carricd, amidst the 
sound of trampets and loud acclamations, io 
a particular part of the gallery which was 
appropriated for him. He was overwhelm- 
ed by this mark of approbation ; and upon 
retiring, which he did very early, signitied 
that he felt it-was for ever. This great com- 
poser expired on the 3ist of May, 1808. 
liaydn’s personal appearance betrayed no 
indicaticng.of genius. His stature was large, 
and his features coarse But he was mild 
and complacent ja manners ; modest and 
unassnming 3 and universally beloved in 
piiyate life. He was never tainted by jeal- 
ousy, and, unlike those whe proclaim their 
own merits by undervaluing the works of 
others, he was always ready to approve where 
approbation was due. Handel’s chorusses 
he thought sublime, though his music might 
be defective in melody. He entertained the 
himhest opinion of Mozart, declaring his 
death a public calanity : and when invited 
to be present along with him at the corona- 
tion of the Emperor Leopard at Prague, he 
observed, “ Where Mozart is present, 
Haydn ought net to appear.” Haydn indeed 
was too reserved. That innate modesty, and 
his moderate finances perhaps, prevented 
him from attaining some Cistinguished situ- 
ation in kis own country, which his talents 
merited. The Emperor Joseph is justiy re- 
proached with neglecting to place the first 


musician at the head of his orchestra ; but 
probably it is there, as it 1s Iu many other 


countrics, that men ef real genius are super- 
seded by those who have none. He enjoyed 
a competency in his later years, but his to- 
tal fortune did not excced 2502. at the period 
of his first visit to Britain. He was married 
many yeurs, but not happily 3 and he had 
long been separated from his wife. ‘Two 
brothers, Michael and John, survived him. 
The former, who had considerable merit as 
acomposer, died master of the band to the 
court of Salzbourg ; the latter diced in the 
service of the prince of Esterhazy.

At his death 
there were found 46 unpublished canons, 
framed to ornament his apartment ; not bes 
Ing rich enough, he said, to purchase pic- 
tures, he had himself made tapestry to cover 
the walls. 

Amidst such ah infinity of works, the 
whole of which have probably never been 
heard by any one individual, it is difficult to 
determine where the preference isdue. But 
the fertility of imagination is conspicugus 
throughout, and Haydn’s compositions are 
ever new. Perhaps he has been.tess suce 
cessful in the vocal than the instrumental de= 
partments. None has ever equalled his dise 
tribution of music in the orchestra, or call- 
ed forth the single and combined powers of 
instruments in an €qual degree. Here he 
has excelled all his predecessors, his cotem- 
poraries, and successors ; and. those picces 
which he has written fora full band stand ‘ 
unrivalled, whether we attend to the unity of 
design, the relation of parts, or that sudden 
burst of grandeur which amazed the auditor. 
Next to the symphonies, Haydn’s quartetts 
scem to be most admired ; they are written 
with appatent simplicity, but almost all of 
them present considerable embarrassment, 
unless to skilful Performers. This compos- 
er is one of the few who presents. perpetual 
novelty, who never imitates himself, and who 
adapts intimately and exactly the music to 
those instruments for which it is designed. 
None of his music is tedious or languid, un- 
like some modern compositions, whose au- 
thors, ignorant that they are producing noth- 
ing more than preludes or voluntaries, sup- 
pose they have taken up an inexhaustible 
theme. His mintcts and trios are perhaps 
devised with more ingenuity, and more cale 
culated to please than any that have appears 
ed, and he is particularly successful in vatia- 
tions on an air,and in modulations. Yet it 
is vain to affirm that cquaiity pervades his 
works ; and it will net appear surprising if 
inferiority be sometimes discovered in such 
amultitude. We should semark, as a very 
extraordinary fact, that the lapse of years 
had no effect in diminishing the quality of 
his compositions. The first quartert of the 
first opera, and his last which he wrote, are 
excellent, though there be some difference 
in their style. Haydn ventured far an? was 
successful; many have endeavoured to fol- 
low the same course with doubtful approba- 
tion. Perhaps had Mozart not been prema- 
turely cut off, he might have approached to 
him in excellence ; but as yet Haydn is en- 
titied ts be designed the first of modern 
masters. 
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Brief History of the Religious and “Miilitary 
Order of Kxicurs Temprars of St. John 
of Jerusalem.

Tr nine Frenchmen, at the head of whom 
was Hugh de Payen, having formed theme 
seives into this society for the purposes al- 
ready mentioned, associated together ina 
house near the Temple, from which they ac- 
quired the name ‘of Knights of the Temple, 
or Knights Templars. The institution met 
with general acceptance in an age distine 
guished by a martial spirit, and for that ro- 
mantic love of enterprize known by the term 
of Chivalry. Baldwin, then king of Jerusa- 
lem, gave his full approbation of the order, 
und sent the head of it to Rome to obtain the - 
sanction of the Pope, and to endeavour to 
excite anew croisade. Honorius II. who 
then filled the chair, referred their affair en- 
tirely to the council of Troyes then sitting. 
Here the cause in which Hugh was engaged 
was sanctioned in the most express manner, 
and St. Bernard was desired to prescribe a 
rule and habit for the brethren of the orders 
This rule enjoins them certain daily devo- 
tions, and abstinence from flesh four days in 
the week ; it allows each Templar an esquire 
and three saddle horses ; forbidding them, 
however, any kind of gilding or other orna- 
ments, but commands them to wear a white 
habit on which they were afterwards per- 
mitted to have a red cross placed next the 
heart. 

The order and its rule being established 
by the Pope, the Knights Cempanions who 
had been deputed on the occasion returned 
‘into Asia, accompanied by a noble company 
of valiant youths, who were enamoured of 
the institution, and emulous of glory. 

The year 1131 was distinguished by the 
death of that great protector of the military 
orders, Baldwin, King of Jerusalem, who was 
succeeded in the throne by his son-in-law, 
Fulk, Count of Anjou, who married the 
princess Mclisinda, the king’s eldest daughe 
ter. ' 

The various differences which agitated 
the Christian princes in Palestine on the 
death of Baldwin, afforded occasion to the 
infidels to make considerable incursions 
upon the frontiers.
